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On Indian reservation 
Two FBI agents 
shot to death 


PINE RIDGE, S.D. (AP) — “ It 
looked like an execution. They were 
riddled with bullets,” South Dakota 
Atty. Gen. William Janklow said today 
after two FBI agents were shot to death 
on the Pine Ridge Indian Reservation. 
The two FBI agents were dragged out 
of their cars and killed Thursday when 
they tried to serve w arrants on people 
who were holed up in a 
house, 
authorities said. 
An Indian in the house was reported 
killed in an exchange of gunfire, but it 
was not known when he was killed. 
Federal agents pursued occupants of 
the house through the hills of the 
reservation Thursday night, but at 1:30 
a.m. the FBI agent in charge of the op­ 
eration said the gunfire had stopped, 
“as far as I know.” 
FBI Special Agent Joseph Trimbach 
said his men were continuing to patrol 
the reservation roads, but no arrests 
had been made. 
The house where agents Jack R. 
Coler and Ronald A. Williams were 
killed is about 5 miles southeast of the 
reservation community of Oglala, not 
far from the village of Wounded Knee 
which militant Indians occupied for 71 
days in 1973. 
Coler, 28, worked out of the Denver 
office of the FBI and was on special 
assignment 
to 
the 
reservation. 
Williams, also 28, worked out of the FBI 
office in Rapid City, S.D. 
At the state capital in Pierre, Gov. 
Richard 
Kneip’s 
office 
issued 
a 
statem ent saying the governor had 
been told the two FBI men were lured 
into an ambush. 
The governor said the agents were 
“dragged out of their car and shot 15 to 
20 tim es.” 
Kneip’s statem ent also said there 
were unconfirmed reports that as 


many as 30 persons were waiting in the 
house when the agents arrived. 
A spokesman for Kneip said the 
governor’s statements were based on 
reports from authorities on the scene. 
In Washington, an FBI spokesman 
agreed with Janklow that the agents’ 
deaths looked like an execution. The 
spokesman said his reports indicated 
that the two agents were nearing the 
house when they were hit by gunfire. 
Then the gunmen approached the 
wounded agents and pumped bullets 
into their heads, the spokesman said. 
The FBI refused to say how many 
agents had been sent to the scene, but 
Janklow, in response to a reporter’s 
questions, said 100 men would be a 
conservative estimate. 
FBI agents and BIA police on the 
reservation flushed an undetermined 
number of persons out of the house late 
Thursday night, said BIA spokesman 
Toby Moran. He said firing continued 
in the wooded, hilly terrain near the 
house as darkness spread over the 
sprawling reservation. 
Moran said an FBI agent told him 
that one of the persons being sought 
had been killed. 
BIA police set up roadblocks on the 
main roads leading to the scene of the 
shooting. No one was allowed into the 
area. 
Authorities 
released 
few 
details 
about the deaths of the FBI agents. 
However, Sen. Jam es Abourezk, D- 
S.D., told The Associated Press the FBI 
told him the trouble started when the 
two agents attempted to serve w ar­ 
rants on a man wanted in connection 
with an alleged kidnaping. 
Abourezk said the FBI told him that 
on Wednesday it had identified five 
Indians who had allegedly kidnaped a 


white man and his son who lived on the 
reservation. 
The senator said the FBI also told 
him that there appeared to be bunkers 
near the house, but it was unclear 
whether

Substitute teachers eligible 
for unemployment benefits 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Teachers 
who worked as substitutes during the 
school year could still be eligible for 
unemployment insurance benefits al­ 
though a special law excludes them 
from collecting jobless benefits during 
the summer. 
An official with the Labor De­ 
partm ent’s Manpower Administration 
said Thursday that substitutes without 
contracts for the fall term could 
qualify, provided they met general 
state requirem ents for jobless benefits. 
Most substitutes do not work under 
contract. 
The states generally require an in­ 
dividual to have worked 18 to 20 weeks 
to be eligible for compensation. 
Fulltime teachers who were laid off 
from their jobs or who were not under 
contract for the fall term also would be 
eligible. 
Elem entary 
and 
high 
school 
teachers, 
adm inistrators 
and 
researchers became eligible for jobless 
benefits last December when Congress 
extended 
unemployment 
assistance 
program to roughly some 12 million 
state and local government employes, 


household workers and farm workers 
whose jobs had not previously been 
covered by such laws. 
This opened the possibility 
that 
teachers could collect jobless benefits 
between academic terms. However, 
that loophole was closed June 13 when 
President Ford signed an appropria­ 
tions 
bill 
containing 
a 
provision 
denying such benefits during the period 
between school terms if teachers have 
contracts for both academic term s. 


The bill was enacted after several 
states indicated they could find no 
provision in their own laws by which 
they could deny benefits during the 
summer months. 
A 
spokesman 
for 
the 
National 
Education Association said teachers 
are eligible for benefits where school 
boards have held off signing new 
contracts for the fall term because of 
budget problems or where teachers 
were laid off. 
“We’ve got quite a few people in 
those categories,” an NEA spokesman 
said. “ If they don’t have a contract, 
then they are eligible for benefits.”

The Federal Land Bank Association

The local association, which ranks as 
a m ajor source of long-term credit for 
more than 1,000 farm ers in Fayette, 
Clinton and Madison counties, has 
reached a volume of $50 million out­ 
standing in loans. 
A dinner meeting for the purpose of 
celebrating the milestone was held 
Thursday night in the Washington 
Country Club. 
Burdette L. Quigley, a Clinton County 
farm er, was the honored guest at the 
dinner 
as 
he 
was 
the 
borrower 
responsible 
for 
boosting 
the 
loan 
volume over the $50 million mark, 
according 
to 
Ronald 
D. 
Ratliff, 
m anager of the Federal Land Bank 
Association of Washington C.H. 
Quigley operates a 240-acre farm 
near Martinsville in Southern Clinton 
County and his chief enterprises are 
corn, soybeans and hog production 
Quigley purchased 158 acres of farm 
land which he had rented for 32 years. 
Although Ratliff did not divulge the 
amount of the loan obtained by Quigley, 
he did state that the Clinton County 
farm er closely typified the current 
Federal 
Land 
Bank 
Association 
borrowers. 
A handsome silver tray marking the 
occasion was presented to Quigley and 
his wife, Helen. 
“ Realization of the record $50 million 
m ark is a continuation of the rapid 
growth that the bank has experienced 
in recent years,” Ratliff said in com­ 
menting on the accomplishment. 
“For example,” Ratliff said, “at the 
close of business on Dec. 31, 1973, the 
Federal Land Bank of Washington C.H. 
had loans outstanding of $34.5 million.” 
Attainment of the $50 million mark 
represents an increase in the first six 
months of the calendar year of more 
than $8 million 
The local land bank association has 
increased in loan volume from $500,000 
twenty-six years ago when the com­ 
pany 
was 
started 
by 
Richard 
Whiteside. 
Whiteside, who is now president of 
the Huntington Bank of Washington 
C H., was m anager for 17 years and 
watched the firm grow from just a half 
a million dollars to $17 million (664 
loans) when Ratliff took over the 
management duties nine years ago. 
Whiteside and other commercial 
bankers including Harold Thompson, of 
the First Federal Savings and Loan 
Association; Jam es Wilson, president 
of the Fayette County Bank, and Glenn 
Hemsworth, president of the First 
National Bank in Washington C H., 
attended Thursday night’s ceremonies. 
Federal Land Bank Associations are 
divided into 12 districts nationwide. As 
a m em ber of the fourth district, 
headquartered in Louisville, Ky., the 
Washington C.H. association ranks 
first in volume in the four-state district 
of Ohio, Indiana, Kentucky and Ten­ 
nessee. In the fourth district, the 76 
Federal Land Bank Associations in­ 
clude over 46,000 member borrowers 
with $1.3 billion in loans outstanding. 
Ratliff and other bank officials have 
noted that the increased loan activity of 
the Washington C.H. association is an 
indication that there is an optimistic 


attitude toward the future agriculture 
and that long-term credit, especially 
for the purchase of farm land, will 
probably continue to increase in the 
months and years ahead 
“The profile of our borrowers is also 
changing,” said Ratliff. He pointed out 
that the average age of today’s land 
bank borrower in the Louisville district 
is 42 years of age and that the average 
size of the land bank loan is ap­ 
proximately $50,000. 
It was noted Wednesday night that 
the delinquency rate among Federal 
Land Bank borrowers is extremely low. 
The local association has only nine 
delinquent accounts and all are less 
than six months behind in payments. 
The Federal Land Bank Association 
of Washington C.H , has been serving 
farm ers in the three-county area for 
more than 50 years. Loan funds are 
obtained through the sale of investment 
bonds on the open money m arkets of 
the nation There is no government 
money in the Federal Land Bank’s 
operation, nor in any part of the 
nationwide Farm Credit System 
A framed proclamation from Ohio

Capital improvements promoted 
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CO LUM BUS, Ohio (A P ) — Hearings 
are under way in the House Finance 
Committee on a major bill providing 
for capital improvements in Ohio in the 
fiscal biennium beginning Ju ly I. 
The projects are possible under 
previously approved bonding authority 
for various state agencies. The bonds 
are to be retired with revenues derived 
from use of the facilities. 
The lion’s share is earmarked for 
higher education with $323.5 million of 
the bill’s $577.8 million total. 
The 
Department of Mental Health and 
Mental Retardation would get $221.8 
million 
Among major amounts for higher 
education are $11.6 million for Bowling 
Green State University, including $7.2 
million for a new musical arts building; 
$13.9 million for the University of 
Akron, 
including $6 million 
for a 
chemistry building; $14.6 million for 
Central State University, including $5.9 
million for a cultural and performing 
arts center 
The bill designates $16.5 million for 
Cleveland State University, including 
a $10 million science building, and $18 
million for the University of Cincinnati, 


$12.7 million of it for a library. 


Otherwise, 
Kent State University 
would get $12.6 million for a $6 million 
physical education building and other 
improvements; Wright State, $9.3 m il­ 
lion, 
including 
$6.1 
million 
for 
a 
medical 
sciences 
building; 
Miam i 
University, $18.4 million, including $8 
million to replace its heating plant and 
$6 
million 
for 
a 
communications 
building, and Ohio University, $4.1 m il­ 
lion, most of it for renovations and 
remodeling. 


Ohio State University is in the bill for 
$25.8 million, including $11 million for 
an agricultural structure; Northeast 
Ohio College of Medicine, $12.7 million 
for

medical 
complex; 
Medical 
College of Ohio at Toledo, $28 million, 
$23.5 million of which is earmarked for 
a teaching hospital; Case Western 
Reserve University, $750,000 for a 
family practice unit; University of 
Toledo, $10.7 million, including $2.5 
million to renovate University Hall and 
$2.2 million for an activities center, and 
Youngstown State, $11.5 million, in­ 
cluding $5.7 million for a classroom and 


faculty office building.

message. He said the partial veto 
would not necessitate interim budget 
measures, as Democrats had feared. 
The state’s two-year bookkeeping 
period ends at midnight Monday, and 
the new document must become law by 
that time in order for bills to be paid on 
time. 
Collier refused to say what parts of 
the bill Rhodes plans to reject, but 
there were reports he may be ready to 
veto all appropriations for the second 
year of the 1975-1977 biennium. 
The director told lawmakers earlier

Its So Easy To Place A Want Ad 


C LEVELAN D , Ohio 
(AP)-— Ohio 
National Guardsmen were as surprised 
as anyone that a sunny noon on May 4, 
1970, was followed by a deadly clash 
with protestors at Kent State Uni­ 
versity, a federal jury has been told 
here. 
Maj. Raymond Srp, then a captain in 
charge of Troop G, 107th Armored 
Cavalry, said events had quieted down 
that Monday after a weekend of rioting. 
The 
weekend’s 
events 
included 
breaking windows and setting a fire in 
a street downtown and burning of the 
campus Reserve 
Officers Training 
Corps building. 
“ The school day was returning to 
normal, and we had withdrawn from 
certain positions,” Srp said Thursday. 
“ There was a change in attitude.” 
Srp said he and 1st Sgt. Myron Pryor 
had been discussing lunch just before 
the noon rally which guardsmen were 
ordered to disperse. The dispersal 
maneuver led to the gunfire some 20 
minutes later that killed four students 
and wounded nine. 
The victims and their families seek 
$46 million in damages from Gov. 
James Rhodes, three ex-state officials 
and 39 present and former guardsmen. 
Srp had been asked how Pryor could 
have failed to know that guardsmen’s 
weapons were loaded as Pryor testified 
here last week. Srp said Pryor might 
have been back at the armory in 


Ravenna, seeing to details such as 
lunch. 
Srp said he had not expected the 
shootings and was shocked when he 
heard gunfire behind him on a campus 
slope called Blanket Hill. 
The officer said he had been leading 
his men up the hill and was 15 yards 
ahead of the shooters when the shots 
rang out. 
Testifying about physical punish­ 
ment his men had taken during the 
weekend and on a practice football field 
moments before the shooting, Srp said 
“ the situation was escalating” and that 
the lives of his men had been in danger 
at the time of the shooting. 
But Srp said he did not feel his own 
life threatened at the time. 
Just before court recessed Thursday 
for the weekend, former guardsman 
Frank Haas took the witness stand and 
testified he did not know where the 45- 
caliber pistol assigned to him was the 
day of the shooting. 
Attorneys for the victims have sought 
to lay the groundwork for an attempt to 
prove that Pryor fired his pistol that 
day, despite his persistent denials over 
the last five years. 
The F B I has reported that 
the 
weapon assigned to Pryor was not fired 
but that Haas’s weapon was although 
Haas was not at the campus at the time 
of the shooting.

knowledge: the murder on May 31, 
1961, of the Dominican dictator Rafael 
Leonidas Trujillo Molina. By coin­ 
cidence I had dinner in San Jose, Costa 
Rica with Juan and Carmen Bosch a 
week before Tujillo was murdered on 
his private road to the palace. Bosch 
had been in exile from the Dominican 
Republic for some 30 years, had 
escaped several attempts on his life by 
Trujillo’s gunmen 
(who once kid­ 
napped an opponent on 116th St., 
Manhattan, shipped him to Trujillo in a 
private plane for prolonged torture and 
death). 
Bosch — whose later record can be 
bypassed here except to note that he 
was not more a Communist than a Zen 
Buddhist (his reaction to our 1965 ac­ 
tion was that of a frustrated de Gaulle) 
— was extremely gloomy. Trujillo it 
seemed was going to last forever. It 
would be-fraudlent to try to recreate 
the exact conversation, but the gist of it 
was that Bosch had hoped President 
John Kennedy would somehow dispose 
of Trujillo, but he believed that the 
recent failure at the Bay of Pigs would 
probably put an end to all American 
action against Latin American dic­ 
tatorships. There was no sympathy for 
Castro. Carmen Bosch was a Cuban 
democrat in background and despised 
Batista and Castro equally. 
Skip now to January, 1963, when my 
wife and I were invited to his 
inauguration in Santo Domingo by the 
democratically elected President Juan 
Bosch. It was a real carnival and it 
wouldl>e an understatement to say that 
the Bosches were pro-American. When 
I went to see him in his ofice, Don Juan 
(as he was now respectfully called) 
embraced me and we had a long talk. 
Among the things he said (and this for 
obvious reasons is engraved in my 
memory) was “Thank God for your 
secret agents — they delivered the 
Dominican people from that monster.” 
I didn’t press for details, but, having 
read Bosch’s detailed account of the 
Trujillo regime, I confess I felt that 
whoever was responsible for the deed 
deserved a medal. 
The details were hardly a state 
secret. In fact, what surprises me is 
that newspapers today should be 
headlining matters which were public 
knowledge a decade ago. As Sam 
Halper of Time, writing in the New 
Leader (6-20-66) casually observed the 
C.I.A. “supplied the arms that gunned 
down Trujillo.” After three days in 
Santo Domingo I had the outline of the 
scenario: The weapons were shipped in 
food containers to the proprietor of 
“Wimpy’s” restaurant and hamburger 
stand. The shooting (or “execution” as 
the Dominicans called it) was handled 
by locals. 
This brings us to the question: Did 
President Kennedy authorize it? If you 
recall that in the wake of the Bay of 
Pigs Attorney General Robert Kennedy 
practically became the Director of the 
C I A., he was probably aware of the 
plan. It is thus not inconceivable that he 
told his brother, “Jack, something is 
going on in the D.R. that you don’t want 
to know about.” And the President 
looked out the window and said, “Bob, 
it really is a lovely day.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - Agriculture 
Secretary Earl L. Butz has proposed to 
Brazilian officials that they join the 
United States in forming an inter­ 
national soybean-promotion program.

South 
American country, which Butz recently 
visited, 
has 
concerned 
American 
soybean producers for months. 
The economic threat from those 
Brazilian 
fields 
earlier 
this 
year 
resulted in arguments for inclusion of a 
soybean loan program in the farm bill, 
which was vetoed by President Ford. 
But, Butz told reporters Thursday, 
“there’s no way to slow them down (in 
soybean production), nor should we .... 
If Brazil, I’d be doing the same thing.’’ 
So a joint promotion venture, like 
those for cotton and wheat worldwide, 
seemed the best approach, he said. 
“There’s no need for this to be a point 
of conflict.” 
The proposal, which he said he had 
not yet discussed with U.S. soybean 
tradesmen, “fell on receptive ears” in 
Brazil, Butz said. 
Brazil’s sugar and coffee industries 
drew many more dollars from this 
country last year than U.S. farm 
products generated there.
